THE FIGHT IN DETAIL. 



Tokio, May 29.— The Japanese 
assault on Nan Shan hill was 
ot the fiercest and bloodiest art airs 
in modern warfare. In the earl 
ier rushes of the engagement every 
man participating was shot down 
before he reached the first line of 
Russian trenches. It was found 
necessary to stop these infantry 
charges and renew the artillery 
tire from the rear before the final 
and successful assa 
Russian position could 
The success of this a 
brought about by one detachment 
ot Japanese troops more intrepid 
than their comrades, who succeed- 
ed in piercing the Russian line 
A splendid stroke of fortune wat 
the discovery and destruction by 
the Japanese of the electric wires 
leading to the mines at the eastern 
foot of Nan Shan .bill'. This pre 
vented the Russians from exploding 
these mines when the Japanese 
fantry crossed the • ground wh 
they had been placed. It is p 
sible that the furtune of the day 
hinged upon these mines. 
Russians had been able to explode 
them at the right time the losses 
among the Japanese troops would 
have been tremendous, and it is 
possible also that the Russians 
would have been able to hold the 
hill. • 

Nan Shan was splendidly de- 
fended. Nearly fifty guns ot 
various sizes were mounted on the 
various emplacements and there 
were also two batteries of 
firing field pieces. The artillery 
was sheltered behind loop-holes 
trenched on the terraces of the hill. 
The infantry manning the field 
pieces ran with them around the 
hill, thus using these guns for the 
protection of the most important 
points. 

The Japanese began the light by 
bringing all their field 
action and concentratin 
on the emplacements c 
Hy 11 o'clock in the morning 
principal Russian batteries 
been silenced. The two Ru 
field batteries then withdrew to 
Nan (Juan Ling hill and from there 
continued to fire on the Japanese 
until nightfall.
